BY-LAW

1)  K IT  ENACTED,  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  of 
) the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria,  an  fol- 
lows : — 

I.  The  Park  Committee  shall  have  the  care  and 
custody  of  all  the  public  squares,  narks  and  grounds 
belonging  to  the  city,  subject  to  all  such  by-laws  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  passed  by  the  said  Council. 

2.  It  shall  he  lawful  for  any  police  officer,  constable, 
caretaker,  or  other  person  duly  authorized  by  the 
Mayor  or  any  Alderman  of  the  said  city,  to  exclude 
from  the  said  publie  squares,  parks  and  grounds  all 
drunken  or  filthy  persons,  vagrants  and  notoriously 
bad  characters,  and  to  remove  therefrom  any  person 
who  is  violating  any  by-law  of  the  City  Council,  or  is 
committing  any  nuisance,  or  is  guilty  of  any  disorderly 
conduct  therein. 

3.  No  person  shall  ride  or  drive  any  horse  upon  or 
through  any  of  the  public  squares,  parks  or  public 


grounds  at  any  immoderate  rate,  or  so  as  to  incommode 
or  interfere  with,  or  endanger  other  parties  frequent- 
ing the  same.  . .
